The imprisonments at Derby, the trials, the lingering 
punishments, the executions, the ghastly heads held up, 
the public shrieks, the private agonies,—are these things 
nothing to turn. back our reflections upon the elements of 
our nature? Unquesiionably they are a great deal; and 
jvhat is more jn the eyes of the conscious politicians above 
alluded to, they are things caleulated ‘to turn back our 
reflections upon the other elements of which we have 
spoken, 

One humen being is bred up in one way,.another in 
another; but what each really suffers, is the business of all 
of vs< inasinoch as all of us are liable to accidents, and

The Academicians say tliere is no occasion to 
close to sttdy the Cartoon: ‘they ere mistakén. The 
Cartoons. are painted on the comprehensize® principle 
of selecting the prominent: parts of things’ by #& touch, 
and leaving ‘the intervening atmosphere tO nnite these 
touches into the appearancd of all the sofinesses and 
roughnesses of Nature, so that every line of hair and eyes 
brow, having a meaning in composition orimitation, to 
produce the-effect intended, must be seen distinctly, copied 
faithfully, and comprehended thoroughly, that at the same 
distance, the same eflect may be produced in the cony as 
in the original? This by the separate study of parts that 
you know how-to produce a whole; and these parts ean 
only be ascertained and understood by a close inves- 
tigation. ‘That dreadful propensity to the emptiness of 
general efiect -has beea and is now the rein of the exhibi- 
tional pictures. Without energy of mind enough to keep 
in their mind's eye the effect of the whole, while they were 
ocenpied about the rarts which compose that’ whole; they 
would neglect the parts, fly off where the whole could be 
only seen, and dash and splash about, whet te Cartoon 
appeared at that distanee where the parts witch produced
